of it has been altered". Later adds: u Thc statement that the texfof the Qur'an 
bee wee n the two of its boards has been altered is manifest Kufr (disbelief) and 
amounts to denying the Messenger of Allah-peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him". 

The well-known Jurisprudent says: "Firstly, the Book> i.e., the Qur'an 
which has been transmitted to us (and is available) within the two boards, has come 
down to us by way of tawatur (i.e., communicated severally by innumerable people 
in all ages)" (AJ-Tawdib-Fil-usul), 

A well-known Hanafite Jurisprudent says: "The term "al-kitab" signifes 
only the Qur'an which had been revealed unto the Messenger of Allah-peace be 
u pen him — a nd w h tc h i n sera bed i n th e Mu s haf s (co p ics of the Qur 1 an) an d wh ich 
has been transmitted by a great number of people in all ages without any doubt" 
(al-Manar Fil-usut) 

(JaJaJ al-Din) al-Suyuti (K A)> after having mentioned the statements of other 
scholars regarding the collection of the Qur'an and the arrangement of its text 
which is tflwq'fi: (divinely setded by Allah), he says; "That Qadi Abu Bakrsta[es 
in his work entitled al-Intisar that the accepted view about the Quran is that the 
whole ol it which Allah had revealed and He commanded that it should be scribed 
vin the particular manner} and which He did not abrogate later, and the recitation 
whereof has not been taken up after it had once been sent down, is that verv tot 
which is available to us between the two boards and which corresponds with the 
Redaction of Uthman{may Allah be pleased with him). This is also to be held that 
nothmg ol it has been dropped out, nor anything added thereunto" Al-Baghawi 
says in the Shaih al-Sunna: "The Companions may Allah be pleased with them 
^mt*fo*Qut>m Which is available t0 us between the two boards thereof and 
which Allah had revealed unto His Messenger, and thevs ode d nothing into it from 
themselves, nor did they drop out anything therefrom". (al-Suyuti-al-Itqan) 

Al-Khazin says in the introduction to his well-known Tafsir "The valid 
proofs have established that the Companions collected the Qur'an which is availa- 
ble to us between the two boards thereof in the same form as Allah the Almichtv 
had revealed unto the Messenger of Allah peace and blessing of Allah be upon him 
Ihey did not add anything from themselves not expunged anvthing therefrom. 
They wrote whatever they heard from the Messenger of Allah - peace and blessings 
ol Allah be upon him - and they did rot change the order of the matter bv putting 
earlier or later than that was in the original Qur'an. Nor did they give the matter an 
arrangement which the Messenger of Allah - peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him - had not given. The Qur 1 an is scribed on the Preserved Tablet in the same 
manner 33 is available to us In the copies of the Qur'an todj\ hh (Tafsir-al-Xharin) 
The Qadi (Iyad) says in the book entitled al-Shifar "Know that whoever 
should disregard and belittle the importance of ihe Qur'an or the copy thereof bv 
anythmg, or perverts its text partially or totally, or denies ii, or denies a part of it or 
Of a verse, or whoever shoid flout the ordinances (of the Qur'an), or distrust any 
story related in L t, or whoever tries to establish that which the (Qur'an) has denied, 
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or tries to deny that which it has established* or whoever should doubt or suspect 
anything of the (Qur^an), verily he is a Kafir (infidel and unblcicver) in the sight of 
the scholars hy consensus of opinion. A]] ah the Almighty says (Q,, xli. 42): 

"It is certainly a Boot of infinite value: vanity shah not enter inro it, either from 
before it or from behind it. it is a revelation from a Wi&e (Allah] Whose praise is 
justly to be celebrated". (al-Qadi Iyad; ul-Shifa) 

Imam al-£arkashi says in hj> book called al-Burhan, after he has quoted some 
passages from theaMntisar of the Qadh "This is a proof of the genuineness of the 
Qur n an, and its preservation from alteration, addition or corruption. This repu- 
diates the charges of the Rafida (Sh^a) who claim that some matter has been added 
into it, and some other matter dropped out of it. How this could be possible when 
Allah the Almighty siiys (Q., xv. 9) 

"Wc have surely sent down the Qur h an: and We will certainly preserve the same 
(from corruption)". 

And He also says (Q, isxv. 17): 

11 (It is incumbent) on us to collect (the Qur'an in thv mind) and (to teach thee the 
true) reading; thereof. 

The Commun it y is unanimous on the poi nt tha t by 1 H ifV means to prese rve 
(the Qur'an from corruption) by means of continued observance of the ordinances 
by ihe mukallaf s ( the believers who are re qui red to abS de by the laws of the Q ur an \ 
and thus to keep it guarded against corruption and adulteration (of fake tilings into 
it). This is the absolute proof of the genuineness of the Copy of this Mushaf 
(al-Buihan-fi- alum Qur'an) 

The Sunni Commentators of the Qurhan mention under the verse (Q Jf s.v.9): 
"We shall certainly preserve it (from corruption)" 

that the Qur T an is certainly preserved from any alteration, change or perversion. All 
of them are agreed on this point. For instance, aJ-Khazin says in his Tafsir: "And 
the (Qur'an) that We have sent down unto Muhammad. We shall preserve it", i.e.

from alteration, change or tahr if (pre version of the text). The Noble Qur'an is 
undoubtedly preserved from all such things. Kobody from among men, genii etc, 
has been abie to make any addition (into its (text), or drop out anything from it, to 
the extent of a word, or even a letter, This speciality is only in the Noble Qur'an as 
opposed to all the rest of the revealed scriptures: For, some of Those scriptures had 
been subjected to tahrif (corruption), alterations, additions, and subtractions. 
Now when Allah the Almighty the Majestic took it upon Himself to keep the 
Qur'an preserved from corruption, it must remain intact and preserved for ever, 
without ever undergoing additions or substr actions, (Tafsir-al-Khazin, 3,8°) 

Under this verse of the Qur'an (xv, 9), al-N&safi describes in his Tafsin 
11 ( Allah) has emphasised on the (Muslims) the fact that He aJonc has definiteJv 
revealed this (Book) and it is He alone Who has revealed it, well guarded from the 
devils. Again it is He Who will always keep it preserved from any addition that be 
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made, or from any abstraction or perversion that be perpetrated into it, or fro many 
alteration thatcouJd possibly be effected in it — unlike the previous scriptures.

So much so that if the Shaikh al-Muhib should by 
chance make a slip in vocalisation or pronunciation of a letter from the Book of 
Allah, young children would shout at him: O Shaikh^ you have made a mistake: the 
correct position is like this or that. This is the real significance of the phrase: "and 
We shall certainly preserve the (Qur + an from perversion or corruption) "-(Q* * Vj 

Let it also be known that of all the books, no book other than the Qur'an has 
been ever kep[ so intact and preserved. For, every book, whatsoever it bc ? has been 
subjected to tahrif and tashif (alteration of the letters), or change to some extent at 
least.
